We believe such a system well do- 
vised, and aboe all intrusted to com- 
petent hands for exceution, creating 
at no timo an artificial scarcity of 
currency, and at no timo alarming 
the publie mind into a withdrawal of 
that vaster machinery of credit by 
which 95 per cent. of all business 
transactions are performod—a system 
open, public, and inspiring general 
confidence, would from the day of its 
adoption bring healing on its wings 
to all our harassed industry, and set 
in motion tho wheels of commerce, 
manufactures, and tho mechanical 
arts, restore employment to labor, 
and renew in ail its natural source 
the prosperity of the people. 

Reform is necessary in the sum 
and mode of Foderal taxation to the 
end that capital may be set freo from 
distrust. and labor lightly burdened, 
We denounce the present tariff levied 
upon nearly four thousand articles, as 
a master piece of injustice, inequality 
and fulse pretences. Jt yields a 
dwindling, not n yearly rising rov- 
enuo. It has impoverished many in- 
dustrics to subsidize a few. It 
prohibits imports that might pure 
chaso the products of American la 
bor. It has degraded American com 
merce from tho first to an inferior 
rank on tho high soas. It bas cut 
down the sale of American manufac- 
tures at home and abroad, and do- 
pleted the returns of American agri- 
culturo—an industry followed by half 
our peoplo. [t cost the people five 
times moro than it produces to tho 
Treasury, obstructs tho production, 
and wastes tho fruits of labor. It 
promotes fraud, and fosters smug- 
gling, enriches dishonest officinle,and 
bankrupts honest merchants.

EXTRAVAGANCE AND CORRUPTION. 


Reform is nocossary in the scalo of 
public expenses, Federal, Stato nnd 
municipal. Our Federal taxation has 
swollen from sixty millions, gold, in 
1860, to four hundred nnd fifty mil- 
lions currency in 1870; or, in a do- 
calo, fron less than five dollars per 
head to more than eighteen dollars 
per head.~Since the peace, the pco- 
ple have paid to tho tax gatherers 
moro than thrice the Bna.of tho na- 
tional debt, and more than twice that 
sum for tho Federal govorninent 
alono. Wo demand a vigorous fru- 
gality in ovory department, and from 
evqry officer of the Government. 

Reform-is necessary to put a stop 
to tho profligato wasto of public 
lands, and their diversion from actual 
scttlors by tho party in power, which 
has saandered two hundred millions 
of acres upon railroads alone, and out 
of more than thrico that aggregato 
has disposed of less than a sixth di- 
rectly to tillors of tho soil.

Popular Mass-meeting in 
Presidential Cam- 
paigns. 


Those who suppose that the pop- 
ular interest and excitement which 
naturally attend a Prosidontial oloc- 
tion have always been shown in the 
same way will bo surprised-to -know- 
that the monster mectings and thd 
universal stump-speaking aro a com- 
paratively modern practice, Tho na- 
tional nominating convention itself 
is not half a century old. The old 
practico was a caucusof the members 
of Congress belonging to the dif. 
ferent parties. ‘The last of these was 
held with donbt and protest in 1824, 
and nominated Mr. Crawford, the 
Sccrotary of tho Treasury under Mr. 
Monroe. But that election was a 
“gorub race" between Genoral Jack- 
son, John Quincy Adams, William 
H. Crawford, and Heury Clay, in 
which the caucus candidate received 
only forty-one electoral votes, while 
Jackson received ninety-nine, Adams 
eighty-four, and Clay thirty-seven. 
This was the ond of the Congression- 
alnominating caucus. The next step 
was the nomination by State Logisln. 
tures, and at length by the National 
Convention. As the method of 
nomination has become more popular

tho prosecution of tho canvass has 
assumed more of tho same charactor. 
The fathers of tho: Constitution in- 
tended that the selection ofa can- 
didate should bo made not by tho 
votors themselves, but by representa- 
tives chosen by the people for that 
purpose. But this method failed for 
obvious rensons. The nomination 
by the Congressional caucus was a 
practice which retained somothing of 
tho spirit of tho original plan, But 
tho argument against the ono was 
conclusivo against the othor, and as 
the method of nomination has 
changed, so that of the election will 
probably be modified. 

With the nominating conventions, 
which were iff tho beginning often 
mass-meetings, the system of mon- 
stor meotings was introduced. The 
beginning is noticed by John Quincy 
Adams, tho most experienced polis 
tical observer in the country, with 
great alarm and apprehensisa. The 
convention of the Whig young men 
in Baltimore in 1840 which nominated 
Gonoral Harrison amounted, he says, 
witli amazement, to twenty thousand 
delegates. This was followed by 
“convocations of thousands of peo- 
ple to Lear inflammatory harangues 
against Martin Van Buren and his 
administration by Henry Clay, Daniel 
Webster, and all the principal op- 
position orators in and out of Con- 
gress,” Mr. Adams was invited to 
nddress such meetings in. all parts 
of the country, including Virginia, 
Tennessee, and Maryland, but he 
declined with a kind of terror. Mr. 
Caleb Cushing's political friends gave 
him a public dinner, amidst popular 
feativities, at Newburyport, and in- 
vited their neighbor, the ex-Presi- 
dent, a tough and courageous man 
of seventy-six, to attend. But he 
declined, and wroto in his diary: 
“Mr. Webster ond Mr. Saltonstall 
were there, and a stump speech 
scaffold, and, it ia said, a procession 
of six thousand »eople or more, and 
a dinner of eighteen hundred. Here 
is a revolution in the habit and man. 
nors of the people. Whero will it 
end? These are party movements, 
and must, in the natural progress of 
things, become antagonistical. These 
meotings can not be multiplied in 
numbers and frequency without ro- 
sulting in yet deoper tragedies. Their 
manifest tendency is to civil war.” 

The experionce of a generation has 
not justifiod these lugubrious fore- 
bodings, which were yot natural to a 
public man, soventy-six years old, 
who had geen the earlicr and simplor 
methods. A man, however, who had 
also seen tho election of Jefferson by 
the House might havo felt that there 
was no moro dan, in the popular 
than in tho exclusive system. Party 
spirit was never more fierce than in 
the younger days of John Quincy 
Adams. Tho later methods of free 
and genorcl expression have remedied 
some of its perils. Tho very canvass 
which Mr, Adams contemplated with 
astonishment and dread was fall of 
good humor. It wil always be 


known as tho hard-cider campaign, | po 


and it wasa knid of universal jollifi- 
cation. "Lillibulloro" did not more 
surely sing King James out of tho 
three kingdoms . than “Tippecanoe 
and Tyler too” sang Van Buren out 
of the Presidency. 

Thero will be nothing at the Ceon» 
tennial Exhibition so remarkable and 
significant to that distinguished visi- 
tor, “the thoughtful foreigner,” ns 
the spectacle of the nation itself en- 
gaged in the canvass for the Presi- 
dency. Itisat such times, in thô 
midst of the great assomblies stimula- 
ted and swayed by partisan oratoiy, 
{hat tho essential character of our 
gystémis soon. Tho moetings are 
huge, but hoy are instinetivoly self. 
governing. Tho -polico would be 
powerless should thu; nttempt to 
cope with any serious disturbance at 
such mectings, except from the.oon- 
sciousness of every officer that he 
is supported by the approval, and if 
necessary the muscle, of tho vast 
multitude. The crowd doeg not re- 
present hostility to.the government 
or to law, for it is itself consciously 
part of the government and of tho 
Jaw making power. Moreover, tho 
great mectings aro groat safety. 
valves. Passiorf exhales in free ox- 
pression. Tho appeal to rancorous 
and mischievous feoling fails in a 
comfortable and good-natured crowd 
of industrious people who havo a 
roal “stake in the state"—and-almost 
every large collection of Americans 
must bo of that kind—as Canning’s 
radical failed with tho needy knifo- 
grinder. Indeed, itis the radical 
who must have a story to tell. Tho 
firat requiroment of the orator of a 
monster meeting in a Presidential 
campaign is that ho shall bo enter 
taining. ‘Mr. Webdter did not prove 
to be the horo of fuch assemblies. 
"Tom" Corwin, “Jim Nye"—thon on 
the othor side—and in one year 
John Van Buren, were the p of 
orator that tho occasion demanded. 
Mr. Adams would have been lost in 
amazementifhe could havo known 
that, twonty years after he saw with 
fear tho beginning of the mass-meot- 
ings, and on the ‘eve of a dreadful 
civil war, the Presidential canvess 
would bo conducted with porfoot 
toleration upon both sides in that 
part of the country where thero were 
two sides, :

England for ‘‘merchandize.” Tobacco 
seems to have soon usurped its place, as 
eight years after the settlement at St. 
Mary's, "les i nspectors) of to- 
bacco were appointed, without whose 
**gen]" none could be exported. 

Corn scems to have engaged the at- 
tention of the Ist Legislature in 1637, 
when an act was passed for tho ‘‘Plant- 
ing of Corn," as also one for ''corn 
measures.” In’38 there was another 
about ‘Planting Corn," and the year 
following a similar act, with one against 
the **Exportation of Corn" (i. e. send- 
ing it out of the Province). In 1641 
we have another about ‘‘measures.” In 
the same year wo havo a ''tax" assessed 
of 15 ths. of tobacco per poll on every 
inhabitant above 12 years of ngo, and 
a nm year 5 por cent. were levied on 
**a]] tobaccos exported," Virginia, oo? 
land, Ireland, excepted as ane m 
port." In 1642 “Planting of Corn" is 
again mentiohed, and 1647 ‘‘soldier’s 
wages" were levied on corn. And in 
1649 ‘every taxable person planting to- 
bacco was obliged to plant and tend 2 
acres of corn," or ''forfeit 50 Ibs. of to- 
bacco for every half acre he should fall 
short of that proportion, besides 50 the. 
to the constable and his assistant.” The 
next year $ bushel of sorn per poll wag 
allowed to the Governor. Another act 
concerning tho ‘‘Planting of Corn" oc- 
curs in 1654. In 1657 the ‘‘Proprictary 
Tax” was 82 pounds of tobacco per 


ll. 
Thus we sco for 20 years after tho 
first settlement of the Provinco the Fath- 
2 were solicitous about tho ‘‘staff of 
ife.’ 

Very few of the taxes levied prior to 
the Revolution were payable in ‘‘specie,” 
although Maryland made provision for a 
‘‘mint” as carly as 1661. These wero 
generally Aae fke at tho County Towns. 

n 1704 for the first timo were ‘‘Justi- 
ces of the several County Courts” au- 
thorized to ‘‘lovy taxes to pay county ; 
charges." 1 

As the wealth of the Province oLvious- 
ly depended on the amount of tobacco ' 
grown and exported, and this depended 
on the number of warchouses in each 
county from which it could be exported 
after inspection, the act of 1668, ap- 
pointing tho warehouses for the different ' 
counties, with the number of inspectors, 
affords a proximate view.

We have repeatedly advised our far- 
mers not to sell any corn when it brings 
less than eighty cents per bushel. It 
will always pay best to feed it when it 
is less than that price. , This year we 
have tried a little experiment, the result 
of which is, that four bushels of corn 
will produce fifty Ibs. of chicken, which 
at 12 cents brings six dollars. The corn 
is worth two dollars, a gain of four dol- 
lars for trouble, Twenty bushels of 
corn meal fed to cows, with two stacks 
of fodder, produced enough milk at 
eight cents-a quart to bring eighty dol- 
lars. The meal nt sixty cents cost 
twelve dollars, the fodder cight dollars, 
leaving sixty dollars towards paying for 
the oows, while the manure paid for the 
timo taken to feed them. ‘Phe same ro- 
sults will be realized by focding hogs, 
horses, sheep or beef cattle judiciously, 
whilo the greatest profit of all will be 
realized in inorcased productivences of 
the farm.

The Bobolink's Song. 

(From tA Bird Medley, by John 
Burroughs, in Scribner's **Midsum: 
mer Holiday Number)." 

Ihave noticed that the bobolink 
doesnot sing the same in different 
localities. In New Jersey it has one 
song ; on the Hudson n slight varia- 
tion of the same, and one the high 
grass lands of the interior of the 
State, quite n different strain,— 
clearer, moro distinctly articulated, 
and running off with more sparkle 
nnd liltingness. It reminds one of 
the clearer mountain nir nnd the 
translucent spring-water of those lo- 
calities. I never conld make ont 
what tho bobolink says in New Jer- 
sey, bnt in certain districts in this 
State his enunciation is quite dis 
tinct. Sometimes he begins with the 
word gegue, geguc. Then again, 
more fully, be true to me, Clarsy, be 
true to me Clarsy, Clarsy, thence 
fall tilt iato his inimitable song, in- 
terspersed in which the words hick 
your slipper, kick your slipper ond 
temperance, temperance (the last 
with a peculiar nasal resonance), are 
plainly heard. At its best, it is n re- 
markable performance, a unique per- 
formance, ns it contains not the 
slightest hint or suggestion, cither 
in tone, or manner, or effect, of any 
other bird-song to be heard. The 
bobolink has no mate or parallel in 
any part of tho world. Ho stands 
alone. There 18 no closely allied 
species. He is notn lark, nor a 
finch, nor a warbler nor a thrush,nor 
a starling. Hois on exception to 
many well-known rules. He is the 
on!y gronnd-bird known to me of 
marked and conspicnons plumage. 
Me is the only black-and-white bird 
we have, and what is still more odd, 
he is black beneath and white nbove 
the reverse of the fact in nl other 
cases. Pre eminently a bird of the 
meadow during the breeding season, 
associated with clover, and dnisies, 
and buttereups, as no other bird is, 
he yet has the look of an interloper 
or a new-comer, and not of one to 
the manor born. 

The bobolink has an nnusnally full 
throat, which may help account for 
his great power of song. No bird 
has yet been found that eonld imi- 

tate him or even repent or suggest 
a single note, as if his song were the 
product of a new act of organs 
There isa vibration about it and a 
rapid running over the keys that is 
the despair of other songsters. Tt is 
said that the mocking bird is dumb 
in the presence of tha bobalink. My 
neighbor has an English sky-lark 
that was hatched and reared in. cap 
tivity. The bird is a most persis- 
tent nnd vociferous songster, and 
fully as snecessfnla mimic ns the 
mocking-bird. It pours oat a strain 
that isa regular mosaic of nearly all 
the bird notes to be heard, its own 
proper lark song forming a kind of 
bordering for the whole. The notes 
of the phæbe-bird, the purplo finch, 
tho swallow, the yellow-bird, the 
king-bird, the robin and others, nre 
rendered with prefect distinctness 
and accuracy, but not a word of the 
bobolink’s. though the lark must 
haye heard its song every day for 
four successive summers. It yas the 
one conspicuons note in the fields 
around that the larik made no nt 
tempt to plagiarize He could not 
steal the bobolink’s thunder. 
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Tuose Repnblicans who suppose 
that the nomination of Hayes for 
President makos it n settled fact that 
Ohio will give Republican majstítíes 
in October and Novembor, may bave 
oconsion to find thpt they nro victims 
of delusion. A47 citizen nnd neigh- 
bor, Hayerts popular in Ohio. He 
is an Atay going, pleasant gentleman, 
who does not give offence toanybody 
if he enn help it. But he is not re 
garded nsn strong man;as a man 
capable of unearthing corruption, or 
of fighting corruptionists of. hia own 
political party. On the contrary, the 
very samo characteristics which give 
him popularity asa citizen, unfit him 
for the work which will bo. most im- 
peratively required of the next Pres- 
ident—a reformation of the frightful 
abuses which .pervade almost every 
"department of the national Govern- 
ment. His weakness and ihcflicioney 
for such work have been strikingly 
manifested during his prosent term 
ns Governor of Ohio. During his 
previons terms in the same office, and 
during that of his intimate friend, 
Gov. Noyes, enormous. abuses grew 
up in the administration of county 
affairs Tho Cincinnati Commercial, 
previous to the nomination of Hayes, 
said that there was nota court house 
in the State that was not in the pos 
session of a. Ring, andit was these 
Rings which preyed upon the people 
by levying “constructive fees" of tho 
most exorbitant character. The pas 
sage of a reform county fee bill,which 
would save the State nearly $8300, 
000 annually, therctofore pocketed by 
tho Court. House Rings, was the dis- 
tinctive feature of Gov. Bill Allen's 
administration; and the repeal of 
that reform bill at the dictation of 
the Rings was tho most conspicuous 
haiara ot Hayos’ administration af- 
ter ho got into office for a third term. 
Tho Stato Grange of Ohio, which was 
in session when the effort to ropenl 
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Gov. Allen's anti-Ring bill wos in 
progress, passed some very strong 
resolutions on the subject, nnd the 
grangers throughout the Stato feel 
oxecedingly sore over the repeal. No, 
Hayes is not a strang enndidato evon 
in Ohio, where he is well Known, is 
personally liked, and. generally cs- 
tecmed to be entirely unfit for an of- 
fica where any exertion of will is re- 
quired.

Wo would not advise 
them to plant this crop to the exclu- 
sion of all others, but in order to 
meet the best markets it is impor- 
tant to havo a variety of products.— 
One advantage in the carly potato is, 
that it need not be sold at a particu- 
lar time. If the price should happen 
to be unremunerative tho farmer 
ean let tho potatoes remain in the 
ground till the price improves, and 
should the price remain low, say at 
$2.00 per barrel, they will then pay 
as well os corn, and better than 
wheat, on tbe samo ground. The 
potatoes can be turned to account by, 
feeding them to stock. They should 
always be planted in the poorest land, 
provided a sufficient quantity of ma- 
nure ig used.

the counties may be formed. The ta- 
blo is valuable as showing the counties 
whero expericnee showed it to bo a pay- 
ing crop, or one whero it could 
grown with the greatest profit. 

Following up the idea we give the lo- 
cation of the several warehouses in Som- 
orset and Worcester counties. 


Somenset.—Princess Anno, Town, 
near Monovin Bridge, nnd Maddox’ 
land, below the mouth of Back Creck— 
2 Inspectors. . 

Great Anninessex, Horsey's Land on 
Coleburn's Creek, at the Old Town, and 
Rehoboth Town, on the Pocomoke—2 
inspectors, 

Warchouse near Green Till Town, on 
the Wicomico, and Brown's Land, at 
the head of Barren Creck on the Nanti- 
coke—2 inspectors. 

These inspectors were paid a salary of 
5,600 Ibs. of tobacco cach. 


WonczsTER.—C 01. Searborougl's 
warchouse in Snow Hill Town—1 iun- 
Spector. 

Newport Town—1 inspoctor. 

Broad Creek, on the North side, at 
the Wading Place—1 inspector. 

The inspector at Searborough's and 
Newport Town was to attend 4 days in 
each week, and the one at Broad Creck 
only 2 days. The salary of the first 
was 8,000 Ibs. tobacco; of the second, 
4,800 Ibs., and of the last 2,000 Ibs. of 
tobacco. ; 

The salaries of the inspectors in 
the State varicd from 10,400 lbs. to- 
bacco paid the Inspector at the 
Hunting Creck Warehouse, in Dor- 
chester, to 2,000 lbs. tobacco paid 
tho Inspector at Broad Creek in Wor 
cester, it being the least. Looking 
at the amount of salaies paid in the 
other countics of the State, old Som- 
ersot seem never to have reached the 
first rank as a tobacco prowing coun 
ty. There were 58 Inspectors in the 
State who were paid moro; 6 who 
were paid the same, and 38 who were 
paid less than her's. 

Viewed in another light, it would 
appear as if the light lands around 
Snow Hill excelled those in the up- 
per part of that county, as well as 
those of the upper section of Somer- 
set in productiveness of Tobacco. Yet 
the land around the “Springs” must 
have becn remarkably production 
Since thoro were Warehouse nt Vien- 
na, ono above “Urotcher’s Ferry,” 
one at tho Wading place" on Broad 
Creok, and ono nt Gfcen llill to com- 
pete with them, while Snow Hill had 
only tho small ono nt “Broad Creek,” 
and the one at “Rehoboth” as com- 
petitors. The truth socms to be that 
Somerset, from Princess Anno to 
Annimessex and all around Snow 
Hill, was comparatively thickly set- 
tled in comparison with the other 
sections of the two counties, and 
this, rather than superior produc 
tiveness of the lands, lend to the 
more abundant production ef tobac- 
co. 
Again, a comparison of tho lands 
then with tuem now, when tobacco 
has ceased to be grown on account of 
the poverty of the soil, suggests some 
very pertinent enquiries a8 to how 
they have become changed. They 
aro too many and too varied to be 
treated of in this article, now unduly 
prolonged. The investigation, and 
the results may be founded on facte 
in the tables, and the condition of 
lands in those sections where tobacco 
was once the staple crop. Yet to- 
bacco could not have been nt ono 
time worth much, since the Rev. Al- 
exander Adams, inn letter to. the 
Bishop of London in 1711, says he 
preached to “six congregations in 
four Parishes of Sombrsct county and 
got a poor ten shillings in moncy for 
his ministry and perqnisites since 
October Inst, tobacco being worth 
nothing.” 

It may bo added that his Lordship, 
the Proprietary, received tobacco in 
1671 in discharge of “Rents” and Al- 
unation Finis at 2d per lb., which act 
was continued by the act of 1715.— 
Yet tobacco in 1692 was worth less 


than lid per pound in silver and 
gold. 


By observing tho following rules 
during the heated, you may save 
your life, while the neglect of them 
may prove fatal : 

irst. — Personal cleanliness, so 
that the pores of the skin may bo 
kept freely open and tho perspirntioa 
wüchecked. A morning bath will as- 
sist largely in giving tone to the sys- 
tem throughout the day. A bath in 
the afternoon, and especially on a 
full stomach, is to be avoided. When 
n bathis not to be had sponging 
with cold water, or even the use of 
wot towels, is tho next best thing. 

Second. Temperance in cating 
and drinking. But little meat is re- 
quired in hot wonther. Tho food 
should bo light nnd not stimulating. 
The dinner being composed mainly of 
vegetables as fresh as they can be 
obtained, and well cooked. Fermen- 
ted or distilled liqnors should be 
drank sparingly, 1f nt all ; simple nc- 
idulated drinks, such as lomonndo, 
being the most cooling nud refresh- 
ing. 

Third. Avoid the direct rays of 
the sun ns much as possible, Where 
this is unavoidable a wet grape or 
cabbage leaf, or better still,a thin 
slice of sponge dampened and worn 
in tho hat will afford great protec- 
tion against sunstroko. 

Fourth. Avoid hurry and excito 
ment. Moyo slowly in walking, and 
in the shado, where shade is to be 
had, and conse to fret about triflos. 
Tn short, strivo in overy way to keep 
cool. In casos of sunstroke tho bost 
authorities tell us that “cold applica- 
tions to the hend, friction of the 
limbs, a mustard plaster placed over 
the stomach, and when the pationt 
éfin swallow; the” internal adminis- 
tration of stimulants is the treat 
ment that affards the most sntisfac- 
tory results."

Thon there were evening schools, 
where there were lectures and ster- 
eoscopio views, and chemical experi- 
ments, and readings, and concerts, 
and charades, with a small sprinkling 
of study now and then. 

Nor were spiritual matters ne- 
glected. On the. contrary, never in 
the history of Deptford had they 
been in 80 flourishing & condition, 
for tho Sunday afternoon Bible ^ 
classes were filled to overfluwing with 
old and young, especially on fine af- 
ternoons, when, true to the ‘sanitary 
principle on which the whole fabrio 
was constructed, the classes were 
taught in the woods, where a stated 
quantity of the Bible was retailed, 
followed by a stated quantity of cakes 
and lemonade, 

Such a variety of work called for a 
company of workers, and they came, 
trooping forth in answer until it be 
came a serious trouble to know what 
to do with them. Richard suggested 
that some of them should take their 
turn in the mills while tho hands 
were idle. But this hint found no 
favor. No sooner was it made clear 
to the Deptford mind that Madeline 
was in earnest in her benevolent 

_work, and intended to persevere in, 
it, than benevolence sitter nly became 
fashionable, and to be a helper in the 
good work was regarded as a distino- 
tion.

To help them toa 
higher life was her single purpose 
and earnest endeavor. 

But wo touch upon those reforms 
incidentally and only as they affect 
the history of the great Depp cloth 
mill, which history it ib is our pug- 
pose to tell.
